A man who allegedly escaped 
from the work camp at Cass last 
summer and two of bis accomplices 
were arraigned last week in 
Pocahontas County Circuit Conn 
Billy Joe Houle appeared before 
Judge Frank Jolliffe after beinc 
indicted by the Grand Jury for 
escaping from the custody of the 
Commissioner of Corrections. 

The 21 -year-old is also charged 
with three counts of capital 
kidnapping in Fayette County, two 
counts of first degree murder in 
Grant County and one count of first 
degree murder in Mineral County. 

"I'm facing six life withouts," 
Hottle stated in court last 
Wednesday, "Can we just get this 
over with?" Jolliffe continued with 
the arraignment proceedings. 

After a brief session with his 
court* appointed attorney, Walt 
Weiford, Hottle pleaded not guilty 
to the felony charge of escape. 

Houle was returned to the 
custody of the Commissioner of 
Corrections, Jolliffe said that the 
man was not eligible for bond. 

After Hottle allegedly escaped, 
he met up with his cousin, Craig 
owick, who bad reportedly walked 
away from a similar facility in 
Kanawha County, J| 

Although neither man w*as 
lomidcryd dangerous by authorities 
the time of his escape, their 
MjhsfijiK'iii activities provoked a 
man-hum that reached as far away 
as Blacksburg, Virginia,

In 
my opinion, if a survey were done 
at Howes to identify the illnesses 
and injuries treated and covered by 
insurance, I feel certain the results 
would show a high percentage of 
these are work related due to the 
work environment.

Wage and Hour audit. Hie hospital 
will soon have a new administrator 
facing the challenging task of 
paying for the new facility. 

Let’s look at these areas: The 
Denmar Prison Projcci could he otic 
of the best things that could take 
place in southern Pocahontas 
County, A bleak future faces the 
Town of Hillsboro without a job 
base to support its citizens.

April will be the target date for the 
construction bids, and there is 
widespread agreement that we 
should emphasize local employment 
whenever we have the option. 
Admissions and census continue to 
run behind budgeted figures, 
collections continue to attract public 
comment, so I'm sure this new 
administrator will be very busy 
organizing the facility into a more 
efficient operation. The need for a 
modern health care facility grows 
greater every day. Thank goodness 
we can now realize this long sought 
out goal. I urge every citizen to get 
involved in our new hospital plan 
and in our county government's 
attempts to provide health care 
throughout the entire county.

He said that in l l )80, Johndrows statement to police, the press and 
others was that she had parted company with Santomero and Durian on 
June 25* 19S.0 and had made the same statemenl to him only days 
before her testimony.

"If the state wanted to invent a witness for you, the state might have 
invented somebody that had an easier time than Johnny Lewis had."

Two Female Students 
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Five Indicted in Rainbow 
Murders 

The investigation into the 
murders of Nancy Santomero and 
Victoria Durian in this county in 
1980 took a new turn in its 
torturous history last week with the 
Grand Jury indictment of five men 
for the killings. 

The Pocahontas County Grand 
Jury met on Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day of last week to hear evidence in 
the case, Wednesday afternoon the 
Jury returned indictments against 
Jacob W. Beard, Gerald Brown, 
Arnold B. Cutlip, Richard H. 
Fowler, and William O. McCoy. 
All five are each indicted on two 
counts of first degree murder and 
two counts of conspiracy to abduct 
with intent to defile. These are five 
of the seven men that were charged 
with the crime in April of last year. 
1 he other two, Johnny W. Lewis 
and Winters C. Walton, have been 
granted immunity from prosecution 
in return for testimony about the 
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The bodies of the two young 
women were found on the Briery 
Knob Knad on June 25, 1980* The 
iM* h.i been referred to as the 
Rainbow Murders because the two 
are believed to have been on their 
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Presenting the case to the jury 
was Special Prosecuting Attorney 
Wall Wciford. Mr. Weiford, who 
was Prosecuting Attorney until the 
first of the year, was appointed as 
special prosecutor since the present 
Prosecuting Attorney, David Ar¬ 
rington, has a conflict in the case. 
He briefly represented Walton after 
he was charged last year. 

Police officers leading the inves¬ 
tigation are State Police First Sgt. 
R. R. Alkire and former Sheriff 
* Jerry Dale. Mr. Weiford and Sgt. 
Alkire have been involved in the 
case since the beginning and Mr. 
Dale after he took office as sheriff 
in 1985. Mr. Weiford was a law 
student at the the time of the crime 
and working that summer in the 
office oi then Prosecuting Attorney 
Steve Hunter. 

When the seven men were 
charged with the murders last year 
Walton and Lewis provided much 
of the testimony in the preliminary 
hearings held in Magistrate Court 
for Beard, Brown, Cutlip, and 
Fowler.

of Dean, Callison Associates, Inc.: 
Sterl Dean, Summers Dean, Elmer 
Dean and Joel Callison. 

The property was actually 
transferred three times on 
Wednesday. The first transfer was 
from Dean, Callison Associates, 
Inc. to the corporation's four 
owners. The second deed 
transferred the property from the 
three I >c;ms, Mr. Callison and their 
wives to the County Commission. 
I he final deed of the <lay pul the 
property in the possession of the 
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contract basis and will provide 
additional employment, 
f Anyone interested in obtaining 
employment for the state positions 
at Denmar have to get their names 
on the Civil Service register.

The National Science 
Foundation has prepared a draft 
Environmental Impact Assessment 
for the construction of a new 
telescope at the National Radio 
Astronomy Oservatory's Green 
Dank facility, The proposed 
telescope will have a receiving 
surface of approximately 20 meters 
(66 feet) in diameter. 

The new telescope is lo he 
operated by the NRAO for she ITS 
Naval Observatory. Once 
completed it will replace an 
interferometer consisting of three 
telescopes, now in use by the 
Naval Observatory at Green Bank 

The US NO requires the 
operation of fairly large radio 
lekscopes which observe distant 
natural radio sources known as 
quasars. Quasars arc celestial 
objects that emit immense quantities 
of visible light and/or radio waves 
and appear to be at extremely large 
d t star tees fro m 1 (art h.

Rainbow Murder t rial Enters Second Week 

by Pam Pria 


Testimony by investigators, residents of Droop Mountain ami 
experts has marked the first week of the trial of the initial Rainbow 
Murder defendent, as the prosecution attempts to prove a former 
Hillsboro man shot two young women. 

Special Prosecutor Walt Weiford said in his opening argument that 
testimony would show that Jacob Beard, "obtained a gun and shot these 
girls...perhaps out of anger, perhaps out of ridicule or perhaps out of 
frustration." Weiford continued that he has little physical evidence, no 
weapon was ever found, but asked the jury members to "assess the 
testimony of individuals" when reaching their verdict. * 

In his opening argument, defense attorney Stephen Farmer asked the 
jury to rely on the evidence and consider that other men had over the 
years confessed to the crime, only to withdraw iheit statements. Farmer 
further related some of the details of Beard's alibi and asked for a 
verdict of not guilty. [ prB 

Farmer asked lor a directed verdict on the charges of abduction w ith 
intent to dcbile, saying that Weiford had failed to address Beard's 
participation in such activities in his opening statements. Circuit Judge 
Charles Lobban denied the motion without predjudice, saying he 
reserved the right to give a verdict after further study of Weiford's 
remarks. Weiford asked that the judge delay a verdict on the secondary 
charges until after the state presents its entire case. 

The two bodies were found late in the evening o June 25, 1980, by 
Dr. Robert Must, who testified Wednesday that he could tell that the 
girls were dead and made it a point not to touch the bodies.

At limes training, experience, 
preparedness and slate-of-thc-art 
equipment come together at critical 
times and work as they are 
supposed to. That is exactly what 
happened Wednesday evening, 
March 24, at Pump Station 12 
when Ron VanReenen, AIGA 
Guard Medic, treated an employee 
who was experiencing chest pains. 

VanReenen requested a medivac 
to Like l>otty Smith, AGAl Guard, 
to a hospital for more intensive 
treatment because of the symptoms 
he recognized as a heart attack- 
While trying to stabilize her for the 
trip, she suffered cardiac arrest and 
her heart stopped beating three 
times. 

Hie first lime Smith suffered 
cardiac arrest, VanReenen 
requested assistance from Pump 
Station 12 Technicians Don Miller, 
Dr van Ford, Jerry Anderson, and 
Bub Foggas. f ollowing directions 
from VanReenen, Miller helped 
book up the new siatc-of-lhe-art 
cardiac monitor while others 
followed the medic's instructions to 
save her life. One shock from the

In a decision written by Ad* 
ministrative Law Judge Walter 
Alprin and issued by the Inter* 
state Commerce Commission 
on January 12, the request of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail¬ 
way to abandon the Greenbrier 
branch between North Cald¬ 
well and Durbin was approved. 
Also approved was the lease of 
the C. and 0. track between 
Durbin and Bartow to the 
Western Maryland Railway. 

All parties involved have un¬ 
til February 11 to file appeals 
to this initial decision, if any 
appeals are filed then the case 
will proceed to further hearings 
before the CC in a lengthy 

process that will take several 
months. 
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If no appeals are filed, the 
ICC decision is published in the 
Federal Register and the final 
certificate of abandonment is 
issued 30 days following. In 
this case the final certificate 


could come by April

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Aboriginal Remains 
In Pocahontas County

Taken from a January 11, 
1912 issue of The Pocahontas 
Times. 

As stated in my former let* 1 
ter I have been an investiga¬ 
tor of aboriginal remains in Po 
cahontas County, West Vir¬ 
ginia, ani have made a collec¬ 
tion of several thousand fine 
specimens of Indian stone rel 
ics. These investigations and 
collections have extended over 
a period of twenty-ftve years, 
during which time I have visit* 
ed every part of the County 
where camping sites were re¬ 
ported to exist, and have vis¬ 
ited nearly every earth work 
1 or mound. 
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Pocahontas County has the 
distinction of having the great 
est elevation of any county in 
the state, and giving rise to 
more streams than any other:

Bui 
we can speculate from things which 
are known. 

All through Middle America, 
but purlieulurly in the valleys of the 
Ohio and the Mississippi and their 
tributaries, American Indians began 
to develop their own social 
organizations, to cultivic the land, 
lo dwell in villages, and, in course 
of time, construct eanhem mounds. 
Hundreds of these remain, most of 
them in the broader river valleys. 
Some represent an animal - a 
serpent or a bird - and arc huge in 
dimension. Others were rounded; 
these too were sometimes 
tremendous earthworks such as die 
famous Grave Creek Mound, near 
Moundsville, West Virginia. 
Mounds in tins form were used as 
burial places for the chiefs or other 
great leaders of the tribe. A few 
liave been carefully excavated by 
archaeologists; many others have 
cot been studied, although they are 
under constant threat from vandals 
and souvenir hunters.

E-or the article on the Henry Ford 
trip, "Camp Ford,” author Michael 
Jordan and photographer Richard 
Newton traced the path of the 1918 
excursion. 

The trip began in Pittsburgh on 
August IB and moved south into 
West Virginia, The author notes 
that die travelers did not exactly 
“rough it” on their trip as the en¬ 
tourage included two trucks, two 
large touring cars, and two Model T 
runabouts with a full crew to take 
care of the needs of Ford and his 
companions. (ITie modem trip was 
made in a E-ord F-150 pickup.) At 
every crossroads, reporters and local 
residents met the group. 

The group traveled through El¬ 
kins and spent the night of August 
21 at the Cheat Mountain Club. 


After passing though Pocahontas 
County, they went into Virginia 
and moved south, passing through a 
comer of Tennessee and on to 
Asheville, North Carolina, before 
stinting back north The excursion 
ended at Hagerstown, Maryland, on 
September l. 

A nuniher of well-known photo¬ 
graphs survive from tikis trip. A 
modern photograph of the Cheat 
Mountain Club is used with die ar¬ 
ticle along with one from the trip.

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Corps of Engineers seeks comments 
on permit to fill stream bed 


S he U* S. Army Corps of 
engineers is considering issuing a 
permit to Waco Oil and Gas 
Company givng ihe company 
permission to fill in an old stream 
channel on Land it owns near 
Linwood. The stream involved is 
ihe Old Spring Fork of Elk River. 

Ihe land involved is adjacent lo 
and east of the land containing 
Waco’s quarry that has been a 
source of controversy since the 
company requested a permit to 
expand the quarry. The tract is 
often referred to as the .iHenley 
property, from the previous owner. 
The company proposes to place 
fill in 1400 feet of what was the 
stream's original channel before the 
m5 flood. To do the fill 
approximately 4,030 cubic yards of 
material will be needed. 

It is also proposed to place fill 
in the area between the new and old 
channels, which includes filling 
G H5 acre of wetland* Waco stales 
that this fill is needed to prevent 
breaching ol the stream back into 
the original channel and protect the 
structural integrity of the restored 
channel 

Wam\ proposal includes Ihe 
rtuc^ahiui and enhancement of the 
channel, The applicant stales 
*■* *** prop*iced rcMucitliuu work 


is intended to enhance stream 
fisheries and serve as mitigation for 
riparian wetland ioss. 

The Corps' public notice on the 
Waco request contains plans for 
various in-stream stuctures in the 
new channel the company claims 
are to improve conditions for fish 
and other aquatic life, 

Waco already has permission to 
do some wetland fill on the 
properly. It was given authoriza¬ 
tion in December 1999 to HU in 
0.142 acre of a wetland on this 
property. Waco also had received a 
permit for a previous stream 
relocation proposal in February of 
last year, but the company declined 
to sign the permit and it was 
withdrawn. 

The public notice states that the 
Corps knows of no historic or 
cultural resources that will be 
impacted by the project. Also, 
available information indicates that 
no endangered or threatened species 
will be affected. 

The Corps seeks interested 
parties to state any objections they 
may have to the proposed work. 
The decision to issue a pennu will 
be based on an evautation of the 
probable impact of the activity on 
the public interest, according to the 
public notice.

Gibbs needs to hccome 
better educated on the subject of 
ADHD/ ADD, its treatment, and 
medical protocol, and avoid allow¬ 
ing himself to be educated by sen¬ 
sationalism. mass media, narrow 
minded individuals, and gossip. 

To begin with, in Pocahontas 
County* and anywhere else in the 
United States, medication is only 
prescribed hy Licensed physicians. 
Teachers do noi prescribe medica¬ 
tions nor do they direct physicians 
to prescribe medications, In most 
cases* the contact between physi¬ 
cian and teacher is minimal or non¬ 
existent.

A recent course in Appalachian 
Studies at West Virginia Wesleyan 
College gave me access to a very 
interesting and almost unknown 
fact about the history of Pocahontas 
County. This study also piqued my 
curiosity to a point, which 
prompted further research and 
study. As a result of my findings in 
this study 1 felt compelled to share 
what was uncovered with you, my 
fellow citizens of Pocahontas, past 
and present. 

In May of 1920, an incident 
occurred in the town of Matewan in 
Mingo County which resulted in the 
death of two striking miners, 
Robert Mullins and Tot Tinsley. 
Seven Daldwin-Fclts mine guards 
arid Mayor Testerman were also 
killed, ihree striking miners and a 
bystander were seriously wounded.

Through information given by a 
conservation officer, the Moores 
made contact with the Three Rivers 
Raptor Center in Summers County, 
The center, operated by Wendy and 
Ron Perrone, provides veterinary 
and rehabilitative care to sick. 


orphaned and injured birds of prey. 

The Perrones came to get the 
hawk found by the Moores and 
took it back to their facility for 
treatment. On Friday of last week 
the Perrones brought the recovered 
hawk back to the county to be 
released into its natural habitat. 

The bird was rcica.sed at the 
of the Scrico Bed and 
Breakfast, below where it was 
found. Mrs. Perrone took the 
hawk from the box it was 
transported in and held it up. It 
^nyed briefly in her hands and then 
Hew off to a tree next to die B&B, 
fhe Raptor Center began 
operation in 1990 with a two-fold 
mutton.

The power outage on November 
23, the day before Thanksgiving, 
was caused by a Navy plane flying 
too close to a main line near the 
Thorny Creek power subdivision 
Hugh Hitchcock, a representative 
of Monogahela Power, stated that 
on Wednesday morning Navy 
planes were in the area near the 
Greenbrier River Valley in Thorny 
Creek. One of the planes contacted 
the static wire above the main line 
and stretched it into two pieces. rbe 
static wire then fell onto the main 
line causing the electric cunent to 
short, fluctuating the power off and 
on in the Dun more and Marlintoo 
areas. Eventually the current 
shorted and became so hot that it 
triggered the Ihoroy Creek Power 
Subdivision to cut the ciarent from 
the mainline. The power outage 
affected the Thorny Creek area and 
southern lines going toward the 
high school and the town of 
Marlinton including several of the 
surrounding areas. 

Monongabela Power had been 
investigating the cause of the power 
outage since it occurred, but 
confirmation of an airplane 
contacting the wires was not 
obtained until Friday, December

Project to Promote and Mark Civil War 
Corridor Along Staunton-Parkersburg Pike 


Staunton Parkersburg 
Turnpike 

Plans are underway in several 
counties in West Virginia and 
Virginia to preserve and publicize 
the Staunton-Parkersburg Pike and 
the Civil War Discovery Trail along 
this corridor. The Pike was built in 
about 1840 through the northern 
pan of this county, opening a way 
to the Ohio River and then to the 
frontier west by water. 

Organizations in each county 
will join to tell the story of the Civil 
War battles and skirmishes from 
Philippi to McDowell, to preserve 
the road, and have uniform signs to 
guide visitors. This corridor is the

Election Made Official 

The results of the General 
Election last week were made 
official Monday when the County 
Commission carried out its duty to 
canvass the ballots. The function 
of the canvass is to compare the 
number of ballots and poll slips and 
to decide if ballots that were 
challenged on election day should 
be counted. 

The most closely contested race 

jn the county was for County 
Commission with Joel Caliison the 
apparent winner over incumbent 
Commissioner Norman Alderman 
based on the unofficial results. 
With both Mr. Alderman and Mr. 
Caliison present for the canvass, 
any sign of something that was not 
done according to election rules 
was checked carefully. 

In two precincts note was made 
of tape that was placed across the 
flap of the envelope holding the 
ballots, over top of the signatures 
of the poll workers. The poll 
workers sign their names across the 
flap after scaling it. In another 
precinct there was tape on the 
envelope holding the challenged 
ballots. In two precincts, the 
number of ballots and poll slips 
were slightly different.

Animal Not Considered 
Full-blooded Wolf 
At this time the Division of 
Natural Resources does not 
consider the animal killed last 
faomh in Pocahontas County to be 
a full-blooded wolf. This 
preliminary Ldentifi cation of the 
animal has been made by the staff at 
the DNR’s Elkins Operations 
Center, For a definite identification 
the skull aiid hide of the animal are 
being sent to a wolf specialist at the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Services 
laboratory in Ashland, Oregon, 

DNR Wildlife biologist Jim 
Crum is calling the animal 
wolf-like. He bases bis opinion on 
the animal’s skull, which has the 
structural characteristics of a dog, 
jot a wolf. Jl could certainly be a 
hybrid between a dog and wolf, 
Crum Hid. He said bis 
measurements (dr the animal are 72 
mndi m weight and 5 fed in 
length, from rniie lo the tip of ils 
tail Mi C rum said die animal was 
*® ™ 11 * P*Obsb!y two years old at 


Oregon facility* Mr. Crum said he 
doesn t expect to get an 
identification report before 
February, He said he feels sure ii 
will not turn out to be a 
full-blooded wolf. Another factor 
against the animal being a 
full-blooded wolf is the Location of 
the kill. Mr Crum noted that the 
nearest area where wolves occur 
naturally is Minnesota* a long way 
from Pocahontas County. 

Rumors that wolves could be in 
the stale because of stocking by the 
DNR are denied by state officials. 
Mr Crum noted that the DNR is 
accused of stocking everything 
from lady bugs to wolves. 
However* the only animals that 
have been stocked are the river otter 
and the fisher. 

Pul\-blooded gray wolves are an 
endangered species in the lower 48 
states. Killing a gray wolf can 
bring penalties or up to a $10,000 
fine and a year in prison, under 
federal law. 

It is possible that this animal is a 
hybrid, a cross between a dog and a 
wolf, that has been released. The 
June issue of Smilhsanian 
magazine has an ari tide on keep* , ?g 
wolves and wolf hybrids as pets 
becoming popular, The thrust of 
the article is that having these 
animals as pets is a very bad 
idea—both for people and the 
animals. 

People are attracted to these 
animals by their intelligence and 
independence as well as being a 
symbol of wilderness—and then 
expect them to behave as normal 
pets. This is fine until the animal 
matures. From this time on there 
is no way to predict the behavior of 
pet wolves and dog/wolf hybrids. 
The vast majority begin to behave 
as the pack-hunting, wide’ranging, 
highly territorial predators their 
wild senes have oredlSDOicd then 
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the skull and hide of the animal are the anic 
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U* S. Fish and Wildlife Services idea—be 
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DNR Wildlife biologist Jim Peopl 
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He said he was interested to find number 
a lack of visible parasites in the turned c 
animal's digestive tract, which is turned lo 
very unusual in wild animals. The Since 
last meal this animal had was a United S 

sheep, based on stomach contents, wolf ant 
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hybrid that had been proclaim^ 
"Pet of the Week" only a few b° u,% 
before. 

Biologists and other expe fl? , 
involved in the study of wolves a* 6 
generally totally opposed to having 
wolves and wolf dogs as pets- 
Incidents involving these animal 
only increase public prejudice 
against wolves, unfairly, according 
to those who study wolves in the 
wild. Wolves in the wild are shy of 
humans and work in packs to 
capture their food. Wolves and 
wolf dogs raised as pets do not 
have the skills or the pack structure 
needed to pursue wild prey. If they 
escape or are turned loose, they can 
survive only by feeding at sites 
where humans provide food, such 
as campgrounds and picnic areas, 
or attacking livestock. 

Wildlife biologists are also 
worried about the possibility of 
escaped or released wolf hybrids

Pocahontas and adjoining counties* 
white deer are reported almost 
every year, and occasionally one is 
killed. 

That same Robert Miller reports 
seeing more deer in the small, 
thickly settled county of Barbour 
than be sees along the road in the 
much larger, less populous county 
of Pocahontas. He expresses the 
wonder if we have the deer here we 
have been blowing around about. I 
have heard the same wonder 
expressed before. It is usually by a 
national forestry man. He will say 
that be has been here for several 
weeks; that he has driven over 
much of our public roads, and he 
has yet to see a deer in the fields; 
that in such old* thickly settled 
states as Massachusetts, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, deer in 
the fields are a common sight, I 
assure the gentlemen that we do 
have deer, that for a century and a 
half any deer a grazing in the fields 
of day time was just sure to get shot 
up for venison if be persisted in the 
habit until hi# meat was fit ki tr-if.

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CJas Pipeline Proposed! for 
Upper Pocahontas County 
The Monongahda and George 
Washington National Forests have 
each received a request from a 
company named Thom wood Gas, 
Inc., for authorization to construct 
and operate a buried natural gas 
pipe across Forest Service land in 
Randolph, Pendleton, Pocahontas 
and Highland Counties. The 
purpose of the pipeline will be to 
allow natural gas production from 
six existing gas wells in the upper 
part of Pocahontas County, i hese 
wells were drilled in the 1960's 
but, except for a small amount of 
gas transported by truck, have 
never been in production due to the 
lack of a pipeline. 

The proposed pipeline will be 
approximately 31.9 miles long and 
consist of 3, 4, or 8 inch pipe, 
depending upon location. At the 
request of the Forest Service about 
27.5 miles of the pipe will be 
buried in the ditch line of existing 
roads, cither state or Forest 
Service. The remaining miles will 
be on their own right-of-wav 
Where die pipe is laid off of a mad! 
i 60 loot wide strip will be cleared 
during the construction period. 

* “Hawing eoustruction a ten fool 
w ide corridor will he kept clear for 
operation of the pipeline. Where 
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follows^ 

—«long Rt, 250 about 0.2 miies 
sou Hi of Old House Run 

—below Grassy Knob on the 
ridge between the two branches of 
Old House Run 

—near the Buffalo Lake picnic 
area 

—tin a branch of Big Run 

—along the road to Smoke 
Camp Knob 

—on Abes Run near its 
headwaters (See map). 

A seventh well, located at head 
of Uck Run, is a dry well and thus 
not being connected to the pipeline. 

According to Jim McFarland, 
Vice-president of Thomwood Gas, 
the wells were drilled in the 1960’s 
by tiie Cities Services Company but 

that company never built the 
pipeline needed to get the gas to 
market. Cities Service moved out 
the Appalachian region and their 
interests in the wells were taken 
over by Pennzoil. Mr. McFarland 
said a problem that made it difficult 
to develop this gas field was lack of 
ownership of all the rights to the 
gas by a single company. He said 
ibis problem has heen solved by his 
company * In March uni April of 

last year Thomwtxx! purchased the 
nghls to the wells and minerals in 
ihc 15,000 acre "Horton Block" 
from IVnn/oil and various other 
owners Mi>\t ol this acreage is in 

West Virginia. 
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me ij,uuu acre Morion 13lock 
from IVnnzoiJ and various other 
owners. Most of this acreage is in 
West Virginia. 

Mr. McFarland said Thomwood 
Gas is a privately owned company 
and not a subsidary of another 
company. It is headquartered in 
Bradford, Pennsylvania. He said 
the stockholders of Thomwood feel 
the increasing use of clean burning 
natural gas (when compared to 
other fuels) to meet ever higher 
environmental standards make the 
pipeline project an economically 
viable investment. Although it is 
difficult to predict the life of a gas 
field, Mr. McFarland said 
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Thomwood is looking for 20 to 30 
years of production. 

The wells range in depth from 
4800 to 5200 feet to reach the gas 
in the Oriskany Formation. Mr. 
McFarland said his company has no 
plans at this time to drill any 
additional wells. 

In addition to the increasing 
value of natural gas for 
environmental reasons, another 
advantage for Thomwood is a 
pipeline built in the mid 1980’s 
from Whitmcr to gas well on 
Gandy Creek, putting a pipeline 
closer to upper Pocahontas County 

than before. This line joins with a

RAINBOW MURDERS 

Almost three years of 
investigation by state and 
local authorities into the 
murders of two young 
women in June 1980 final¬ 
ly achieved results with the 
arrest of two men last 
week. 

Arrested were Gerald 
Lee Brown, 42, a former 
resident of Droop Moun¬ 
tain, now living in Renick, 
and Bobby Lee Morrison, 
20, of Hillsboro. Brown is 
charged with two counts of 
first degree murder and ia 
in the Pocahontas County 
jail in lieu of $100,000 
bond, Morrison is charged 
with one count of aiding 
and abetting first degree 
murder and is in jail in lieu 
of $50,000 bond. 

The victims were Nancy 
Santomero, 19, of Hunting- 
ton, New York, and Victoria 
Ann Durian, 26, of Well¬ 
man, Iowa. Their bodies 
were found on June 25, 
IWK on lit* 4 Briery Knob 
Road Death was apparent¬

Continued Rail Service 
to Durbin? 

As we have reported, the 
Chessie System is in the 
process of seeking permis¬ 
sion to abandon the West¬ 
ern Maryland Railway line 
from Greenbrier Junction 
to Durbin and the Chesa¬ 
peake & Ohio Ry. line from 
Durbin to Bartow, a total of 
29 miles. Closing of this 
line will leave the W M line 
through Spruce and Slaty- 
fork as the only commercial 
rail line in the County. 

Permission to carry out 
the abandonment must 
come from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
However, due to the lack of 
traffic on the lines and the 
reduced regulation of rail¬ 
roads in recent years, the 
chances of the ICC refusing 
to allow the abandonment 
are slim. Permission could 
well be received before the 
•*nd of ihu year. 

At the present time the 
only major customer on the 
line la the Howes Leather

line is the Howes Leather 
Company tannery, which 
received shipments of hides 
from the mid-west. The 
only outbound traffic are 
occasional loads from 
Howes and chips from 
Interstate Lumber Com¬ 
pany. The tannery traffic 
consisted of 321 cars in 
1981 and 263 cars in 1982. 
Chessie does not consider 
this sufficient traffic to 
continue the line, particu¬ 
larly since the tunnel at 
Glady needs considerable 
rehabilitation, according to 
the railroad.

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The County lost one of its 
landmark buildings this 
week with the total destruc¬ 
tion of the Allegheny Lodge 
a t Minnehaha Springs by 
lire. 

The call to the Marlinton 
und Frost Fire Departments 
came about 11:45 p. m. on 
Monday. As the first fire 
truck entered Minnehaha 
Springs firemen could see 
that the fire had a good 
start on the upper floors of 
the building. 

Firemen entered the four 
story structure and were 
making good progress in 
getting the blaze under 
control when a shortage of 
water allowed the fire to 
begin to gain the upper 
hand- 

The firefighters first 
hoped to be able to supply 
water by arranging trucks 
in a line from Knapps 
Creek to the Lodge. How- 
ever the distance was too 
great and water had to be 
obtained by sending the 
f.r*- and tanker trucks to the 
cT*pk t/i fill, The Hillsboro 
1 m Depart ment sent men 
and a tanker true k to assist.

That 
support, combined with federal 
assistance since 1947 under the 
. National School Lunch Act, now 
provides over 30 million school 
lunches every year for West Virginia 
children Supplementing that effort 
is the school breakfast program, 
initiated by federal legislation m 1966 
and expanded by a 1972 amendment 
Additional federal legislation 
produced the child care food 
program, the special milk program 
and the summer food service 
program-all beyond the fondest 
dreams of Sally Scott as she toiled 
tour decades ago over her steaming 
tubs.
